Simple problems in arithmetic, says 
Mra. Wembridge, are to morons what 
relativity is to the rest of us. 

The pathos of the morons is that 
they are expected to balance house- 
hold budgets just like other people, to 
anticipate the future, to vote and as- 
sume all the other duties of free cit- 
izens, notwithstanding that they are 
unable to do any of these things. | 

Morons, who comprise five to ten 
per cent of the population, cannot 
compass such a simple question as 
“If you have twenty dollars a week 
and spend fourteen a week, how long 
will it take you to save three hundred 
dollars?”

Fruit Trees Damaged by Variety of 
Rodent Pests 

The U. S. Department of. Agricul- 
ture says: 

“In many States, mice, rabbits, and 
pocket gophers do considerable dam- 
age to orchards, especially to young 
fruit trees, during the fall and win- 


after transplanting. 

Meddow mice as a rule make their 
runways on the surface of the ground 
under grass, leaves, or other shelter- 
ing litter. They gnaw the bark off 
trees to about 6 inches above ground. 
Pine mice make their runways under- 
ground. much as moles do, and attack 
the roots of trees. Clean cultivation 
of the entire orchard will eliminate 
these mice, but where this is not con- 
sidered ‘practicable a sma)! area clear. 
ed away from around each tree will 
help. This method can not. be every- 
where depended upon, however, as the 
mice often damage trees under pro. 
tection of deep snows. Poisoning has 
been found by the Biological Survey 
of the Uriited States Department. of 
Agriculture to be the most generally 
effective method of control. 

To prevent rabbit injury it is neces- 
sary to wrap the base of tree trunks 
to a height of 18 or 20 inches. Poul- 
try wire, old newspapers, gunny sacks 
or patented wire wrappers may be 
used. Cloth or paper or tar-paper 
wrappers should be removed early ‘in 
the spring before growth starts. Pois- 
oned baits may also be used against 
rabbits if they do much damage.

“Some are occasionally 
scattered on the ground if the animal 
is. roughly’ handled,” says Vernoti 
Bailey, of the Biological Survey. 
“When met with,” he says, “the por- 
cupine usually attempts to. escape, 
but if crowded it bristles up, erects 
its quills, and. stands. at bay awaiting 
attack. The quills are. pointed at all 
angles, and as the enemy approaches 
within reach fierce blows of the heav- 
ily. armed. and muscular tail sre 
struck sidewise and upward, and the 
barbed quills are thus driven into 
anything within reach. Poreupines 
evidently realize that their. lower 
surface is unprotected, for every ef- 
“fort to turn them over is frantically 
resinted, and: when they are threat. 
ered the quickness with which they 
will wheel and. strike is surprising 
in animals so clumsily built.”

Although. sul- 
furie acid is used to make available 
the phosphorus of the raw phosphate 
rock, there is no appreciable amount 
of free acid in the resulting fertilizer 
and, according to many reliable ex- 
periments, the acidity of the soil is 
not increased by its use. ‘
